‘Tue participation of the laity in the apostolate of the 
hierarchy is a beautiful application of the doctrine of the 
Mystical Body of Christ. “We, though many in numbers,” says 
St. Paul, “form one body in Christ.” 

Developing this basic principle, the Apostle continues, “All 
you who have been baptized in Christ’s name have put on the 
person of Christ; no more Jew or Gentile; no more slave or 
freeman: no more male or female; you are all one person in 
Jesus Christ.” 

“Like cells in a living body,” observed Archbishop Rummel, 
“we must help, nourish and sustain one another. If the body 
is wounded, do not other cells rush, like firemen going to a fire, 
to that wound to coagulate the blood and stop the bleeding? 

“Christ’s Mystical ‘Body is suffering today from many 

wounds—wounds caused by persecution in the countries be- 
hind the Iron. Curtain and lesions caused by indifference and 
neglect in the others. We must do all in our power to heal those 
wounds,” 
“Your timely observation,’ remarked Bishop Jeanmard, 
“reminds me of the statement of Cardinal Gracias at the Con- 
gress of Lay Apostles in Rome. ‘The lay apostolate,’ he said, 
‘is not a luxury of'devotion nor a work of supererogation. It is 
a plain duty which lies upon each one according to his ability. 
There are many Catholics who are sincerely, but mistakenly, 
convinced that they have not only no obligation to engage in 
apostolic work but also that it is no business of theirs. It can- 
not be stressed sufficiently therefore that participation in the 
apostolate by the laity is not a matter of choice but of obliga- 
tion.’ ” : 

“Such,” pointed out Bishop Greco, “has been the teaching 
of the Church from the days‘of the Apostles to the present time. 
Such too is the teaching of Christ. His command to ‘teach all 
nations’ was addressed not only to the Apostles. but to all His 
followers. The duty to strive in season and out.of season to ex- 
tend His kingdom to every soul is inherent in membership in 
the universal Church.” 

“No small part,” said Bishop McGuinness, “of the mar- 
velous success of the Crusade for Souls in a dozen dioceses is 
traceable to the fact that it had made this duty clear to our 
laity and has thus enlisted more of them than was ever done in 
a purely spiritual enterprise.

Is There Mastermind 
Behind It All? 


Is there a mastermind behind all 
the misthief that has befallen our country 
in recent years? By “mischief” we mean 
such things as a benign policy toward the 
Kremlin hoodlums extending over 20 years 
— 1933-1953 or thereabouts; the turning 
over by our Government of half of Europe, 
including East Germany, to the Reds; the 
loss of the Korean War and the discharge 
of Gen. MacArthur for protesting the 
fiasco; the howls of protest attending any 
attempt at investigating domestic treason 
—. and so on and so forth and so on... 
The end product of all this is that every 
American boy nowadays must somehow 
solve the problem of national service. (It 
wasn’t that way when we were their age.) 
And over half our national budget is spent 
on defense. 

It may well be that there is such a 
mastermind, as Msgr. McGrath indicated 
in-the article quoted here Aug. 14, and as 
Sen. Jenner was quoted in the following 
issue. 

But such a monster would never suc- 
ceed in this country were it not for the 
sinister philosophy of pragmatism or ex- 
pediency: “Down with principle. Seize the 

opportunity of the present moment. If it’s 
useful, it’s good. But when principle be- 
comes an embarrassment, throw it away!” 
Many of the “nicest” people outside 
the Church — and some, perhaps, within 
— are pragmatists, conscious or uncon- 
scious. But their pragmatism in most cases 
has not yet become full-blown. It is still 
tinctured with traces of Christianity. A 
pragmatist, the genuine: article, has no 
right to prenounce moral condemnation on 
Dachau and Auschwitz. It is to the eredit 
of our present day. pragmatists that they 
did so nevertheless — to the credit of their 
hearts, at least, and to their mothers and 
fathers and to all the preceding genera- 
tions of Christians who built a tradition so 
rong that, even though ‘their philosophy

ments. Time will quickly and sometimes too quickly modify, and 
perhaps even reverse their opinions of Mom and Dad. 

All parents should wait for time to give their children a 
more objective appraisal of them. Some don’t. They force their 
children to see them as mean, nasty, churlish, bitter people 
when they display the worst side of themselves. wae 


Quarrels are almost inevitable in any marriage. But any 
parent who opens his claws and bares his fangs in marital 
battle before. his children, should reflect on Our Lord’s admoni- 
tion to those who give scandal to little ones: “It were better 
for him if-a millstone were hung about his neck and he were 
thrown into the sea...” He might also reflect that these words 
were spoken by a gentle Savior who would not even condemn 
a woman taken in adultery, | 


If you want to see a humorous but pathetic struggle in a 
young child, tell him he may have either a candy bar or an ice 
cream cone but not both. Psychologists have described this type 
of conflict ‘between two things of about equal attraction. It 
places the child on the horns of a dilemma which he finds al- 
most impossible to resolve. Now translate this into the conflict 
a child suffers when the two people he loves most in the world 
quarrel. Here there is no humor. Nothing but pathos, as the 
child struggles to identify with one parent and struggles not to 
reject the other. 

Most Americans are horrified at the high divorce rate and 
particularly so when children are taken from one parent and 
given into the custody of.another. What should be their feelings 
about .a home in which almost: nightly a child must decide 
himself whether to side with Mama or Daddy in the family 
quarrel? When family arguments degenerate into . physical 
combat, and among some families they do, patricide or filicide 
has resulted from the efforts of a son to protect his mother. 

Even less serious but frequent family quarrels before chil- 
dren can have long range effects. In marriage prediction tests, 
aman or woman’s happiness in marriage shows a strong asso- 


ciation with his or her own parents’ happiness.in marriage. This 


is scarcely surprising. If children constantly see their parents 
fighting, they may come to view marriage as “trial by combat.” 
They may decide against it for themselves or they may simply 
carry over such patterns into their own married lives. 

‘What children like least about parents is to see the two 
people upon whom they are utterly dependent and who must 
function as a team in the physical and psychological care of 
children behaving like mortal enemies. Children are quick to 
sense a serious threat to their own security. They are not wrong. 
Some parents become so involved in quarreling that it becomes 
almost their principal occupation, leaving no time for love and 
affection for children or even for adequate physical care. 

Perhaps the worst result of family quarrels occurs when 
a father or more frequently a mother attempts to manipulate 
her children to her own ends. Whenever Irene had a serious 


‘quarrel with her husband, and it was not seldom, she had a 


unique way of getting revenge. She simply took her three chil- 
dren to the store and purchased many and expensive items of 
clothing for them on a charge account. “Don’t tell your father,” 
she would warn them. “He doesn’t like you to have nice things 
but I do and somehow. I will pay for them.” 

As a result the children wore the clothing surreptitiously, 
never even having the pleasure of showing them to Dad. Even- 
tually the bill came. It ‘was almost as high as father’s temper 
when he saw it. He stormed. Mother wept and then gathered the 
children around her like a martyr, poisoning their minds against 
their father and rejoicing in the youngsters’ sympathy. 

The children thought father a brute until they grew up. 
Today, Irene considers her children ungrateful wretches. Ac- 
tually; maturity brought. them insights’ into the cheap and 
shoddy techniques of thé immature person who is their mother. 

But since family quarrels will occur and since most fami- 
lies are blessed with children, what can be done? First, of 
course, try to keep family quarrels to a minimum. Every simple 
disagreement or occasional cross word is not a family quarrel. 
It can be flamed into one or it can be forgotten and quickly for- 
given. When serious disagreements do arise, parents should wait 
until the children are in bed or out of earshot before they dis- 
cuss or argue. In every adequate family, parents keep many 
things from their younger children, Family quarreling should 
always be one of those things. 

The girl who -overidentifies with her mother in family 
quarrels can become a man-hater and later a shrewish spinster. 
The boy who fails to identify with his father because of family 
quarrels does not usually mature into a man. He is apt to re- 
main the male counterpart of the clinging vine and he will cling 
to a mother surrogate, not a wife, if indeed he even marries. 

Tom’s father was an alcoholic who physically beat: his 
mother. Today, Tom is married to an overprotective woman 
who bosses him around, chooses his clothes, his entertainment 
and orders his life completely. Tom is more contented than 
happy. He hasn’t amounted to very much as a husband, a father 
or occupationally. | 
No doubt other factors than just family quarreling may be 
involved in such cases, but- family quarreling has helped no 
end. On the other hand excessive identification with a father- 
bully, may influence a boy to grow into the same, Child rear- 
ing is at best a difficult job fraught with dangers. Even the best 
and best-intentioned of parents have their occasional failures, 
but the family which quarrels openly and frequently before 
children just about guarantees the worst possible child rearing.

His experience need not be limited 
to this, however. It is also possible to buy

For the very young ct 
there sy wide variety of rhythm band in- 
struments, some of which we “made” in a 
previous article. These included sand blocks, 
‘bells, tambourine, triangle, rhythm sticks, 
wooden cymbals, castanets, drums, a gong, 
etc. Most of these can also be bought very 
cheaply (a pair of rhythm sticks for 20 cents 
for example). | . 


Let the child try different effects with 
different songs. What would sound well with 
“Twinkle, Twinkle Little Star’? What in- 
struments can be used to orchestrate “Frere 
Jacques’? With what songs would the use 
of cvmbals be effective? Do you have any 
dance records for the use of the castanets or 
tambourine? They are very effective for ex- 
ample when played to the “Habenera” from 
Carmen. 3 | | 

Let the children create their own music 
with the instruments. If you are working 
with several. children try this experiment. 
Let one child begin a musical rhythm on one 
instrument and then let the others come in 
one by one trying to play a rhythm that 
sounds well with the first child’s rhythm. 


There are also many tone instruments 
that the school child in particular can enjoy 
playing. A xylophone is a good instrument 
for melody playing. There are many kinds 
of xylophones on the market down to the 
very simple eight note xylophone found in 
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toy departments. If you would like a xylo- 
phone as a permanent family instrument, it 
is wisest-to invest in one of 15 notes or more 
so that’almost any song can be played on it. 
Most songs necessitate the use of sharps ‘and 
flats and many are more than an octave in 
range. 7 

Let the child begin by playing some of 
the songs he already sings..As he hears and 
learns new sangs he can try playing them 
also on his instrument. If he would like to 
go further, it is a simple step to take a few 
of the songs he has played and write out 
their notation (or ask someone to do this 
for you if you don’t read musical notes). 
In this way he will gradually learn his notes 
and be able to decipher new songs. 

Another tonal instrument for a very 
young child are bells tuned to the scale. 
The young child can easily handle bells and 
could learn to play a wide range of songs 
in this way. It is best to begin. with a three 
or two note melody such as “Hot Cross 
Buns” or “One, Two, Tie Your Shoes.” I 
was looking for a set of bells myself and 
happened to come upon a sale of Indian 
bells in a ten-cent store. The bells were 
about two inches in height and I found six 
bells tuned to the scale. 


There is the tonette and ocarina (about 
a dollar in price) of the wind family that a 
child of six can learn to play. A book of 
instructions comes with the instrument. A 
more professional instrument is the record- 
er which was a popular instrument of the 
18th century. It is a wooden flute held in 
the position of a clarinet. There are four in- 
struments of different range — soprano re- 
corder, alto, tenor and bass recorder. 


It is a wonderful family instrumental 
group as one can play solo or engage in 
group playing of duets, trios and quartets. 
One can begin by playing very simple songs 


on the instrument such as “Frere Jacques” 


or “Old Black Joe” and later progress to 
something as different as Bach’s “Joy of 
Man’s Desiring.” The soprano recorder can 
be had for from six to eight dollars and the 
‘others are progessively more expensive as 
they are bigger in size. A good book of in-

Out of the discussion, the high 
school division was born to aid the 
organization of human relations clubs 
or independent groups to work in 
their own camps to spread social jus- 
tice. 

This was accomplished through the 
use of poster displays, select reading 
lists, the use of films and speakers for 
classroom discussion.. One school or- 
ganized an interracial club which now 
has the astounding enrollment of over 
100 students, limited to juniors and 
seniors. But all not sweetness. On 
the other side of the ledger is the 
fact that a student was forced to quit

parents they shouldn’t be prejudiced. 


So they adopted the more subtle 
method of leaving Catholic literature 
on the subject around the home. 


On the community level, the dele- 
gates decided that their example 
would be a worthwhile asset until 
they were leaders of the community 
and could initiate changes. 

After the students left the study 
day, an organization was established 
by which schools in the same area 
could work together to put on pro- 
grams against prejudice. 

This was accomplished in many of 
the sections. One entirely student- 
run section, developed a study day for 
the 12 schools in its area, dealing with 
a problem which was theirs exclusive- 
ly. This.event drew over 180 students 
from the 12 schools. 

Another section decided on a Com- 
munion breakfast and succeeded in 
turning out over 50 students from 15 
schools on a wintry Sunday morning. 
While a third section chartered two 
buses and toured slum-areas to learn 
first-hand the facts of Negro “ghetto” 
living 

These are all things of the past— 
things accomplished—which will un- 
doubtedly be reproduced by the new 
leaders for the 1955-56 school year. 

But the enthusiasm of youth did not 
die with just these projects. At the 
Marycrest Farm meeting, the leaders 
planned to hold on each Sunday eve- 
ning in October, a Catholic Youth 
Leadership Clinic, designed to help 
themselves learn how to -plan pro- 
jects, lead discussions, conduct meet- 
ings and speak more effectively so that 
they can better promote the principles 
of the Church. 

They have scheduled another large 
study day for the last Saturday in Oc- 
tober and have arranged a high school 
newspaper wire service to keep stu- 
dent editors informed of their acti- 
vities. 

These are just some of their major 
accomplishments. One of the accom- 
plishments, as one girl put it, was 
“learning to live with people = dis- 
agree with you.” 

There were many opportunities for 
this virtue. In one Instance, five stu- 
dents, each representing a different 
high school, journeyed over to see a 
high school principal to discuss with 
him the possibility of getting some of 
his students active in the division, only 
to be rebuffed with the comment that 
they were “too busy for this sort of 
thing.”’ 

Others had been called “nigger 
lovers” and snubbed by their fellow 
students for their interest in helping 
minority groups. 

These youth have learned and are 


learning to take these blows on the 


chin and still keep clear-headed about 
their values. 

These youth are willing to sacrifice 
time, personal comfort and risk social 
ostracism for a cause in which they 
believe. 

This school year, the high school 
division will again embrace these 
struggling fighters for justice and

These are some of the unfamiliar facts 
about religious vocations 
which I encountered for 
the first time while read- 
ing For More Vocations by 


C:P. (Bruce. $3.50). 

This book is primarily 
designed for the informa- 
tion and guidance of. re- 
cruiters of vocations to the 
priesthood and the reli- 
gious life. But it warrants 
the attention of anyone in 
Msgr. Kennedy the least concerned about 
the perennial shortage of priests, nuns, and 
brothers. And that must mean every Cath- 
olic who thinks and has some sense of re- 
sponsibility about the ‘maintenance, ime 
provement, and expansion of the Church's 
work in this country. 

Actually there has not been, as we may 
be wont.to suppose, a decline in. vocations, 
Rather, there has been a marked increase, 
But the rate of increase is exceeded by the 
growth of Catholic numbers, which entails 
a need of more clerical and religious per- 
sonnel. 

Something is being done to bridge the 
gap. Just as the Saviour went out and, by 
the lakeshore or in the marts of business, 
summoned this one and that one to follow 
Him. so dioceses and religious communities 
are making a concerted effort to discover 
and foster vocations. 7 

This work of recruitirig, which at first 
may strike the ultra-conservative as indeli- 
cate and even presumptuous, is entirely 
legitimate and altogether praiseworthy if 
prudently done.: To insure both prudence 
and zeal in its practice, Father Poage has 
assembled a lengthy catalogue of well-con- 
sidered points and procedures. 

He stresses the power of example by 
priests and religious, the importance of su- 
pernatural orientation and spiritual de- 
velopment of young people, the necessity 
of ‘letting boys and girls make their own 
decisions, the advisability of having po- 
tential candidates realize precisely what to 
expect in seminary or novitiate, the use- 
fulness of vocational clubs and retreats, the 
best. kinds of vocational literature, the 
means of testing vocations, and the ways of 
meeting parental objections. 

That last. subject is of peculiar moment, 
and I would strongly suggest that parents 
reluctant to let a boy or girl try a possible 
vocation carefully read the chapter Father 
Poage gives to it. He tells a. grim story 
about a father who, after having refused his 
son permission to go to the seminary, re- 
ceived the boy’s personal effects when the 


latter was killed in battle, and found among. 


them a Sacred Heart badge on the back of 
which the boy had scrawled a prayer that 
somehow his way to the priesthood might 
be cleared. | 

Also notable are such further facts as 
these: that there are religious communi- 
lies (not yet represented in the U.S.) which 
take girls totally deaf or totally blind: that 
some American communities take girls par- 
tially blind; that in some parishes there are 
clubs which pay the tuition of seminarians 
from the parish, and the expenses involved 
In a parish girl’s entering religion: that 
there are organizations which help aspir- 
ants older than the average find superiors 
who will accept them for the priesthood or 
the religious life. 

Fervor and common sense are the twin 
earmarks of Father Poage’s book. It should 
permanently impress ‘all who are required 
to do something about providing laborers 
for the harvest. And which of us is ex- 
cepted from that duty? |

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In other words, Mrs. Buck impunes 


the motives, the integrity and the 


genuine interest of thousands of re- 
ligious engaged in the work of child 
care. She would release immediate- 
ly all the children who are in insti- 
tutions to families who are waiting 


to.receive them. But what of the 


parents and guardians of the chil- 
dren? It is estimated that only 3% 


of the children in our institutions are 


full orphans. In recent years chil- 
dren’s institutions have been re- 
garded as places for the temporary 
care of children most of whom will 
be returned to their own homes. 

These are children bordering on 
delinquency, children with physical 
and mental defects, children of 
broken homes. They are still under 
the guardianship of their own par- 
ents or of courts or social agencies. 
Some of them are children of minor- 
ity groups, like Mexicans, Negroes, 
Puerto Ricans. Institutions cannot 
place these:children out for adoption 
without violating the rights of their 
own parents. 

Mrs. Buck feels that we should 
have some law that would make it 
possible to separate children from 
their own homes’ regardless of par- 
ental rights. A more careful look at 


the situation would indicate that the 


courts would not. sustain the institu- 
tions or a welfare agency in per- 
manently separating children from 
their own homes and their own par- 
ents, Mrs. Buck recognizes this diffi- 
culty, but she assumes that if all the 
agencies joined together they could 
have a law passed which would make 
it possible to disregard the rights of 
the parents. In other words, she 
would give the State supreme author- 
ity to remove children from their 
own homes and to place them out for 
adoption once there is any question 
about the character of the parents. 

The courts now have authority to 
remove children when there is no 


hope of rebuilding their home life. 

ut the courts go slowly on these 
matters because they know from 
their own experience that many par- 
ents change their habits of life and 
are able to take care of their chil- 
dren once again. They know, more- 
over, that when parents establish the 
fact that they are again capable of 
taking care of their children and 


come to claim them, no judge is 


going to. stand in their way. The 
conservation of the home is a basic 
principle of American law and 
should not be discarded merely to 
gratify the interests of would-be 


adoptive parents. 


We know that institutions are 
caring for a certain number of chil- 
dren—children with serious mental 
defects, children of. minority groups 
—who could be placed out if suit- 
able homes could be found for them, 
but this is a long and _ up-hill 
struggle. There are few takers for 
such children. There are few takers 
for Negro, Mexican or Puerto Rican 
children and for physically and men- 
tally handicapped children. The hue 
and cry, however, is not for such 
children. Therefore, we might. ask— 
why is it that an intelligent person 
like Mrs. Buck makes such.a violent 
attack on our religious who are try- 
ing to make plans for these handi- 
capped children, to build up their 


own homes, and to place out in 


families those who cannot be re- 
turned to their own homes? 

From the entire concept it is clear 
that this is not the group of*children 
Mrs. Buck Is writing about. The 
group to which she is referring is the 
limited group of white babies under 
one year of age, or at most under 
three years of age, who have been 
born out of wedlock, who have been 
surrendered by their mothers and 
who are in short supply. There are 
10 applications for every one of these 
children available for adoption.

Agencies know that in the interests. 


of the child they should not be per- 
mitted to take chances. 


It is also necessary to know what 


kind of family home the would-be 
parents will provide for the child, 
They may be in poor health, their 
life expectancy may be short. They 
may have certain character traits 
that would make it very difficult for 
them to be good parents. Many times 
too agencies discover that the parents 
could have their own children if they 


~ wanted them. 


Mrs. Buck believes that differences 
of religion should not stand in the 
way’ of placing a child in a good 
home. She would thus change over- 
night the traditions that have been 
built up in our states through the 
years, namely, respect for the reli- 
gion of its parents in placing a child 
for adoption. This practice was a 
revulsion against the indiscriminate 
efforts on the part of families and of 
agencies to snatch children wherever 
they could be found. It was an effort 
to protect the rights of minorities 
against those who would place their 
children in homes of a different reli- 
gious faith. It was an effort on the 
part of minorities to struggle for the 
preservation of the faith of their chil- 
dren. Therefore,.that respect for the 


_rehgious faith of cmildren became an- 


integral part of American law and 
the practices of American communi- 
ties. 

The uncalled. for attack by Pearl 
Buck on our agencies and institu- 
tions may alert them again to the 
importance of constantly. keeping be- 
fore the people the services they are 
rendering to children in need: It 
will give them a chance of inter- 
preting again the practices in regard 
to adoption of children that they have 


built up on the basis of experience 
through the years. .

Saints are not a bunch of idols or 
Magicians, but friends who pray 
for us, we’ve removed one more 
stone from the barrier of misunder- 
standing.

Contact .your local 
telephone company. See if they can 
supply an answering device for a tele- 
phone. If they can then either get a num- 
ber especially for the service or have it 
placed on a phone that is not in use eve- 
nings and weekends, Get the ratings from 
the. Legion of Decency, 453 Madison 
Avenue, New York, N. Y.—it costs $5.50 
a year for the air mail service. 

Then simply record the names of the 
movies playing at the major houses in 
town. For example, “Seven Year Itch,” 
Objectionable to all; “Son of Sinbad,” 
condemned; .“Marty,” for adults: “The 
Private War of Major Benson,” for the 
family. With moderately fast reading 
you could list about a dozen. different 
movies. For those approved. for adults 
or for family, you might like to list the 
name of the theater, too. 

The cost of the service will vary in 
different cities. A similar service costs 
us just $15 a month with the answering 
device attached to our regular number 
and‘in use only after 5:30 p.m. 

Incidentally, this is not the idea of the 
Legion of Decenry itself—some of you 


wrote to them for information—but our: 


own idea of how we might help Catho- 
lics follow Legion ratings. The list pub- 
lished in the OSV (see Sept. 18 issue) 
can be clipped but it can be lost, too, 
and so it would be a handy thing to have 
the ratings as close as your telephone,

The Notre Dame bookstore will 
serve more than 5,400. students, 
some 500 faculty members and 
thousands of visitors who come to 
the campus each year. 

Brother Conan Moran, C.S.C., 
manager, said the bookstore has a 
capacity of approximately 50,000 
volumes-and will also stock about 
3,000 different additional items. 
The books and much of the other 
merchandise will be placed on 
open shelves with the _ store 
operating largely on:a self-service 
basis 

FIRST FLOOR of the building 
is devoted to monogrammed Notre 
Dame merchandise, stationery and 
school Supplies, religious articles, 


jewelry, souvenirs and _ toilet.

The entire second floor will 
be devoted to books, about 
30,000 of them texts and 20,000 
in other categories.
